THE BRIDGE RIVER COUNTRY 



By all appearances the- Bridge River coun- 
try ia likely to ailord that great desederatum 
in British Columbia a good shallow diggings 
suitablu for white- men, at a reasonable dis- 
tance from sources of supply. The accounts 
given some fow months back, together with 
those recently received in town, and that 
furnished by our Lillooet correspondent, all 
combino to show that there is evidently a 
pretty extensive deposit of gold along nearly 
the whole of the above stream. Parties have 
been up it some one hundred and fifty miles, 
and report a very superior kind of country. 
The river itself widens out into lakes in the 
interior, affording an admirable field for in- 
ternal navigation. The climate seems to be 
genial, and tho country favorable to vigorous 
animal lifo, judging from tho abundaucc of 
overy kind of game that is found there. Tho 
proximity of the river to Lillooot will enable 
provisions, tools, and miners equipment to bo 
obtained at such reasonable rates as will en- 
able meu to save tho greater part of their 
earnings. Should it turn out as is antici- 
pated, that an extensive field ot diggings 
paying eight to ten dollars a day exists in 
that district of country, meu who are unsuc- 
cessful at Cariboo will have an admirable 
ground to fall back upon, while at the same 
there will be a good opportunity of settling 
up a very eligible portion of the Cascade 
country. In tho event of such being the 
case, there would no doubt bo a line of com- 
munication opened in the direction ol the 
Bute Inlet trail, as the head-waters of Bridge 
River cannot be removed from that route any 
very groat distance. As soon too as tho gold 
diggings become exhausted thero would be 
another field for labor and the investment of 
capifal in prospecting nnd working the vari- 
ous motaliferous mineral veins in which the 
Cascadoq undoubtedly abound. Of copper 
especially there nre some exceedingly rich 
deposits, judging from some specimens we 
have seen taken from Bridgo River by late 
prospectors. Tho peoplo of Lillooet with 
considerable enterprise are making active 
efforts to have the country thoroughly tested 
by competent prospecting parties. It is to 
be hoped that their endeavors will be crowned 
with the success they deserve.

The Prize Essay on British Columbia 
written by the Rev. Mr. Brown of Lillooet, 
has just made its appearance before the pub- 
lic from the Royal Engineer's Press, in the 
shape of a neat little pamphlet of some 
ninety-eight pages. Although as a matter 
of course, most of the facts and matters 
treated upon uro pretty well known to peo- 
ple who have lived in tho colony for any 
length of time, yet to others, and more par- 
ticularly to strangers, the volume is a most 
useful compendium of information respect- 
ing a counlry us yet not very extensively 
known. The topics comprising the essay are 
embraced under tho heads of Historical In- 
troduction, which we must say ia rather 
meagre even for an essay ; Geueral Descrip- 
tion of the country. This as far as it goes, 
will give one a very good idea of tho terri- 
tory gone over. Thero have been so many 
contradictory stories told of the appearance 
of British Columbia that wo have been 
really in want of something that would serve 
to reconcilo such apparently innumerable and 
gross discrepancies. That want we 
think will bo mot by this section of this 
work, and tho following ones on the 
Physical Geography and Meteorology of 
the colony, and we may add those treating of 
the Mineral resources and Agriculture. Under 
the latter head, our author says, " the country 
round about the lower Fraser is not by any 
means tho locality where farming can at 
present be most successfully undertaken. Yet 
even here there are many broad acres of ex- 
cellent laud. Behind the belts o! forest ihero 
are open spaces where grass groes luxuriantly. 
As already remarked, some of these lands 
require draining ; they invite tho investment 
of the capitalist, with a sure prospect of a 
rich return, whether laid down on hay or 
cereals. * * * But to reach the best 
land we must penetrate into the interior. 
They will be found scattered up nnd down 
throughout the vast area beyond the Cascade 
Range. Most of the country is occupied by 
arid mountain chains, rolling hills or high 
grassy '.able lands. Between the mountains 
we find fertile and well-watered valleys. The 
Okanagan and adjoining districts possess an 
extent of land capable of supporting 10,000 
souls (allowing 1(50 acres for !t persons.) 
Abovo this, lies the country around Shush— 
wap Lake, which is described ns containing 
un extensive area of arable land. The district 
around Kamloops Lake and North River is 
described as extending 'eighty miles front 
south to north, and one hundred miles from 
east to west; a pastoral -country of bigb 
table land, with abundant pasture free from 
forests, and only interspersed with tim- 
ber.' Adjacent lies the land around Nicola 
Lake, the headquarters of the Indian tribes, 
n district liltlo known but said to possess 
great agricultural capabilities. Tho basin of 
the Thompson River has good pasturage, and 
its tributaty, the Buonaparle, excellent arable 
land. Tho country through which the waggon 
road passes to Williams Lake must ulti- 
mately become a valuable agricultural dis- 
trict." * * * The following remarks as 
to tho different kinds of soil found in British 
Columbia are not without their interest : 
"The soil is of three kinds— first, black, rich, 
and loamy, consisting ol decayed vegetable 
matter and alluvial deposits. This is the 
character of the soil by tho banks of streams 
and lakes, nnd in the bottoms of valleys, nnd 
wherever land has been formed of deposits 
brought down by the streams from the moun- 
tains. The second kind of soil (which char- 
acterizes the basin of tho Fraser) is lighter 
and more sandy, be ; ng formed by the disin- 
tegration and decomposition of rocks (a pro- 
cess that nmy be secu any rainy day/ it 
contains a great deal of lime— the mountains 
being frequently of limestone— and to this (act, 
together with the strong sun, is probably to 
be ascribed it? fertility notwithstanding its 
lightness. It is found to a depth varying 
from ono to three feet, with a sub soil of 
gravel and sometimes of clay. The third 
description of soil is neither so good as the 
first nor as light as the second — it rather re- 
sembles ordinary land in the mother country ; 
such is for instance the soil around Williams 
Lake on the Brigade Trail. Uompnrcd with 
tho area of the country so far ns it is yet ex- 
plored, the quantity of good land is small. It 
is indeed chiefly to ho found in vulleys of 
greater or less breadth bounded by hills. 
Still theso-valleys are so numerous thut the 
quantity of land available for agriculturnj

ExHLOSION OF THE GUNPOWDER PtOT. — 

Tlio case of Lanyon vs. Coatello, for wages, 
again camo up for hearing yesterday in the 
Police Court, Mr. Donnos appearing for the 
plaintift and Sir. Bialiop for the defendant. 
I'he plaintiff was placed iu the witness. box, 
nnd wps subject to a long cross-examination 
by Mr. Bishop. From the evidence it ap- 
peared that he (the complainant) and another 
man were engaged on Monday morning by 
defendent to convey some kegs of gunpowder 
from the bark Philippine to the magaziuo at 
Bsquimalt, and started in a boat at about 7 
o'olock in the evening. They used every 
exertion to get to Esijuimalt, and were nulling 
all night, but wore curried away by tho tide, 
and at daylight found themselves past an 
island where ballast is obtained, near Clover 
Point. The craft likewise sprung a leak i» 
the topsides, and mado so much water that 
they had to use tlioir shoes and shirts in order 
to bale her out. On Tuesday the defendant 
came on board, and, alter using threatening 
language) aud kicking tho complainant, he 
remained on board and directed the boat to 
.Esquimau. ft took them Irora about five 
o'clock in the afternoon to about midnight to 
teach Esquimalt. They had worked hard all 
tho time they were out, without sleeping. 
There had been no communication or ar- 
rangement with anyone on shore about tak- 
ing any of the cargo, nur had it entered their 
hends to carry it ncro.-s the Sound. A man 
naired Jotus was called ; ho had been en- 
gaged by the complainant to accompany biro. 
They neither of them knew tho coast, and 
had not beeu accustomed to the management 
of small boats. The two men had mado 
several attempts to anehnt, but could not 
fin.', bottom. They took it in turns to pull 
and bale out the water, and had nothing to 
eat nil the time. Witness rm Tuesday morn- 
ing jumped into the water ami got ashore lor 
something to eat. Captain Gardiner, pilot, 
Said he knew the cralt which contained the 
powder ; she was a plunger carrying about 
three tons. It was ebb tide on Monday last 
from six o'clock to midnight, and hva men 
might have sculled the boat to K-quiinalt in 
threo hours. It was a line moonlight night, 
and had it been tlood tide the two men could 
have pulled her there in lour hours. The 
men would bo well paid with ten dollars. 
Thomas Pratt took a lighter of ten ot twelve 
tons to Esquimau on Mqnday night. It took 
thom live hours to get there with four oars. 
They delivered ono hundred kegs, anil each, 
man received SI 50 lor the job. lie believed 
on« man could have taken tho plunger down 
that night. The defendant was called, and 
from his version ol the story tho complainant 
and his partner had been guilty ol culpable 
neglect, in consequonce of which he had been 
made to incur an additional expense of §29. 
Mr. Pcmberton said it was apparent that the 
defendant had taken the law into his own 
Lands by illtrenting the complainant, and 
subsequautly compelling the man to proceed 
to Esquimalt. The men may not have been 
competent, but Jones had given his evidence 
fairly, and it was evident that, he at all events 
had done his best. There had been an ac- 
cusation of foul play thrown out, but nothing 
had been proved. The complainants were 
certainlv not entitled to the full amount 
claimed, but he would postpone the case for 
one day, and in the mean time the parties 
might agree upon a payment.

— Wo were beginning 
to imagine that our Fraser river cotemporary 
was impossible to please, but we rejoice lo 
find the following refreshing bit on the subject 
of the Duke of Newcastle's despatch, in its 
last issue : '' The Duke's allusion to the union 
of these colonies fully corroborates the state- 
ment contained iu the first letter received 
from our delegate alter be bad had an inter— 
view, viz, that ho found the Duke strongly 
imbued with the union doctrine, and with 
much ditliculty induced His Grace to decide 
upon separate governments, it is ovident 
tho Duke gave way upon this important 
point contrary to his own convictions, and 
that no union can now take place without the 
co-operation of the respective Legislatures of 
tho two Colonies. He this 'is it may, we feel 
disposed to receive the act with unmingkd 
satisfaction." 

Whisky Belling.. — ■ Thomas Rowland, a 
Welshman, was charged with suppling spir- 
its to Indians. Sergeant Blake proved the 
offence, and said that ho apprehended tho 
prisoner on Monday night, when , after cau- 
tioning him ho acknowledged the offonco and 
said he only got half a dollar for it. Ho 
offered witness and Sergeant Blake S10 25 
to let him oil'. Sergeant Hill was also ex- 
amined. .Mr. Bishop closely questioned 
the officers us to preconcerted arrangements 
for the detection of his client, and quoted 
the Act to show that " procuring" the com- 
mission of a crime was punishable. Mr. 
Pomborton fined Rowland 550, in default 
throe months' imprisonment. 

Pke-em pted Lands. — A notice appears in 
tho British Columbian, signed by the Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Woiks, calling 
upon all persons who may have recorded 
claims to country lands in the vicinity of 
Now Westminster, under tho Pre-'sniption 
Act, and whose claims are embraced within 
the survey of that district to prove their 
right to such land, in writing, to tho O'aiel 
Commissioner, on or before the 25th inst., 
failing which, the land will bo liable to salo 
at public auction on the 30th. All persons 
who havo paid deposits on such lands aro also 
required to pay '.he balance duo on or bofure 
the 13th October noxt. 

Cn AniTAunr. Appeal, — We are informed 
that an application has been made to the 
St. Andrew's Society on behalf of -Mr. Tern 
pleton — whose case is one requiring imme 
diate attention— but tho funds of tho Society 
have of late been so liberally bestowed on 
objects of a like charitable nature, that the 
Board of Managers have in this instance 
been unable to respond to tho call made 
upon its bounty. It is therefore intended by 
gome of Mr. Templeton's friends to open a 
public subscription for his benefit ; aud it is 
to bo hoped that our citizens generally will 
contribute freely to an appeal having such a 
latldablo purpose in vie w.

J.3H COLUMBIA. 

The steamer Caledonia arrived yesterday t FB0M oun 
morning from New Westminster, with a num- 
ber of passengers (among whom were Mr. 
Elwyn and two others of tho Gold Escort), 
nnd a considerable amount of treasute. 

Mr. Jules David of the firm of Guild, 
David & Co., who was also on board the 
Caledonia, made tlio trip down from Rich- 
field in the short space of eight days— the 
quickest yet. 

Mr. David although bringing advices from 
Williams Creek to the 1st iust., was not the 
bearer of any mining news. Ue had heard 
of tio now strike's and was not cognisant of 
what had taken place with reference to 
quartz diseoverios. On the whole his ini- 
picssion of Cariboo is somewhat a gloomy 
one. Ho describes the general fooling to bo 
that although the wealth ol that region is 
undeniable, tho great expense! attending the 
successful working of claim's rentiors it at 
present only accessiblo to the few: 

Mr. David heard sevvral flying reports of 
the capture of Clegg'a murderers, but they 
appeared to have no foundation. 

The stcamor Enterprise, which arrived at 
ij p. in., brought an additional sum of $150,- 
000, S65.000 of which belonged to the Bank 
of British Columbia, nnd formed a portion of 
the treasure brought down by the Escort.

The steamer Hope arrived from. Douglas 
yesterday, bringing a number of merchants 
and miners with about §100,000 in treasure.

The ceremony of opening tho splendid pus- 
pen-ton bridge just completed across tin 
Fraser 14 miles above Yale, by Mr. Truteh, 
is appointed to come oil' on Monday. His 
Excellency Governor Douglas is exp:cted to 
arrive here ou Friday evening and proceed 
to Vale to lake part in tho ceremony. The 
liridge is, wo understand, to be named Alex- 
andra, in honor ol the Princess of Wales. 
.Mr. Trutoli went down to Victoria yesterday, 
and will be up on Friday. 

Tho last eastern mail brought advices from 
the Hon. M. Cameron up to the 20th of July. 
While expressing disappointment and dissat- 
isfaction on account of the anomalous nnd 
illiberal character of the new system of gov- 
ernment, ho admonishes us to receive it with 
the best possible grace, and give it a lair 
trial in good faith, assuring us at tho same 
time, that ho will not cease to promote our 
interests in any way that may be in his 
power. He writes on the eve ol departure to 
the Red River settlement, where ho goes to 
promote the overland scheme. 



Refusing a Pilot. — Yesterday morning, 
we understand Captain Gardener boarded 
the Bark Ocean Bird, near Royal Roads, and 
ofTercd his services as Pilot to Captain Gove, 
who declined them. The Ocean Bird , on 
subsequently entering the harbor, as might 
be expected, got aground, and had it beeu 
ebb-tide instead of flood-tido her position 
would havo been ono of risk and danger. 
The masters of vessels may consider that 
they are doing their duty to their owners by 
saving tho expenditure of every possible 
dollar, but, nevertheless, this circumstance in 
connection with others which have before 
happened, and which are almost daily oc- 
curring, clearly demonstrate the necessity for 
immediately placing our Pilotage laws and 
regulations on a more wholesome and satis- 
factory fooling. Ships making Esquimalt or 
Victoria Harbor should be accommodated 
with a Pilot as soon as signalled for, and 
shippers, importers, or insurers of goods 
should not bo subjected to the serious losses 
which must frequently accrue from the par- 
simonious practice of masters of ships re- 
fusing tho services of a Licensed Pilot when 
once offered, and attempting lo navigate their 
own ships into port.

Rome Austrians who have been mining on 
liridge river, neat here, since '58, havo Just 
returned from a prospecting tour np the 
North Fork. Thoy report gold in tho gravel 
which will pay S8 to si 11 per day. A sample 
ol tho gold they brought down I have seen ; 
il is the same in character as that formerly 
found in Bridge river, but heavier, scaly 
pieces. The sample of copper, also panned 
out, I enclose for your cabinet specimens 
Tlio country is more open than any part ol 
Cariboo, abounds in cedar and pilch piuo 
trees of the largest growth. It can also boast 
of an immense amount ol wild animals, 
among which may bo enumerated three kinds 
of bears, docks of deer, geese, ducks, rabbits, 
etc., which, Irom report, seem to have Hocked 
hero from all parts out ol the way of man . 
It is in fact what has been SO much required 
in British Columbia, a " poor man's dig- 
gings," where every one can make a little, 
and work for eight or nine months in the 
year — that is to say if tho reports are con- 
firmed. The men of Lillooet have subscribed, 
and the party of Austrians leave again to- 
morrow, in company with good men and true, 
equipped in necessary tools, provisions, etc., 
etc. In duo course 1 will report of this Para- 
dise. It is the intention of the proprietors 
to find a way by land, as tho river is intricate 
anil dangerous in many places at this end. 
Above the canon, nnd through the lakes for 
70 miles, the water I i smooth and navigable 
for steamers.

Tho Embargo and Its Resmlto. 

Editor British Colonist. — S i it — It seems 
to mo incumbent on the community to con- 
sider how tho evil with which the United 
States government has recently visited the 
colony, may bo improved to the lasting ad- 
vantage of tho country. During the past 
live years it has been a subject of perpetual 
astonishment that agricultural enterprise 
should have been so sluggishly prosecuted 
in view of the high prices obtained for stock 
and produce, and liio perilous slate of de- 
pendence upon foreign supplies in which wo 
tiava been placed. Yet in this condition of 
affairs tbero has probably been nothing after 
all very surprising. The bulk of immigrants 
who have hitherto arrived among us have 
sought investments bringing quick returns ; 
and the limited numbers who have come, re- 
solved upon farming occupations, havo not 
usually possessed the amount of capital re- 
quisite to carry on these efficiently. Indeed 
with few exceptions, our agricultural settlers 
are struggling with poverty. It is with 
farming as with mining in ihis part of the 
world— If either ol these enterprises is to be 
conducted on such a scale as shall be bene- 
ficial to the c iuntry, they must be largely

prices are paid, especially for hay, stock, but- 
ter, eggs nnd fruit, that assertion will not. I 
presume, be called in question. Parties will 
probably feel induced to import stock from 
Mexico and the Sandwich Islands to meet 
the immediate necessities of the colony ; but 
if the event that has occurred lead to no 
more permanent issuo than this, wo shall 
find ourselves at the end of the war in a sit- 
uation not less dependent than we nie now. 
Besides, it requires no stretch uf imagination 
to conceive the possibility, at no distant day, 
of some difficulty on this coast, occasioning a 
rupture between England and France on the 
ono hand and the United Stales ou the other. 
To render us completely independent of all 
neighboring powers, therefore, what is wanted 
is the immediate formation of one or two 
well-sustained companies who shall not only 
import slock but breed sheep, cattle and 
horses, on a scale adequate to the growing 
requirements of tho country. I would sug- 
gest that two companies, ut least, should bo 
at onco formed with a capital ol So0,000 
each; in shares of 8500, and thai they 
should purchase land, convenient to the mar- 
ket, suitable for tln ir purpose. Under com 
potent management remunerative results 
from tho undertaking would bo inevitable.

Il is also very doubtful that Prince 
Napoleon would bft willing to reside in Mex- 
ico so constantly as the possession of its crown 
would render indispensable. Spain flfls been 
brought round to agree lo any plan the Em 
peror may decide oh following. Her fears 
for tho safely of Cuba lm?c been worfcod on 
with good eflect in getting her to agree to 
any possiblo French policy. Provided a 
strong power bo established in Mexico which 
would regard vrith jealousy any American 
attempt on that island, aba will be Hatislied, 
reign who may in the place or Juarez. Some 
counsellors of the Emperor have advised him 
to proclaim boldly a policy of annexation, 
and through a Governor-General to rale tho 
Mexicans, iust as Algeria, is governed by 
him through . tho Duko ol MalakolF. It is 
believed that England is opposed to Mexico 
becoming n French colony, and sticks to the 
Archduke -Maximilian as being a Prince 
likely to suit a Catholic country, sufficiently 
enlightened to resist the priests, nnd suffi- 
ciently accustomed to tho machinery of gov- 
ernment to understand how order must be 
preserved, 

Wealth or Great Mes or Antiquity.

The ordinary expense of a dinner 
for Lucullus was £20,000. Messala bought 
n house or Anthony for £400,000.

Tho Popo, the Bmpoior, and tho Ruler 
for Mexico. 



( Paris Corrospondoneo ol the London Star, July 1!) 

To-day's Moniteur denies that M. Hubert 
Delille bus received anv commission from 
the Emperor lo proceed to Mexico and or- 
ganiza a government lor I hat country, which 
it appears thiealons to become more embar- 
rassing to the French than was expected. 
The clerical party have decided upon throw- 
ing obstacles in the Emperor's way whenever 
an appeal shall be made too plebiscite. The 
Pope, it appears, exercises a great influence 
over the minds of tho Mexicans of Spanish 
blood, and is bent on turning it against a 
French Government or n Government in 
which French influence would predominate if 
some vuiy important concessions are not 
made to thom— so important that the Hmper- 
or is greatly adverse to making them. In 
consequence of tho threats made by the cler- 
gy tho Council of Statu received, a few days 
since, directions to lot the prosecution fall to 
the ground of the eleven prelates who last 
May signed un electoral circular. Orders 
have boon transmitted to Gon. Forey to as- 
certain and report without loss of time the 
state of tho public mind on Ihu subject of a 
monarchical govern ment. 

The Austrian Ambassador has onco more 
brought forward tho Archduke Maximilian 
ns a candidate for the crown which is ou the 
point of being created for that people. F.nt 
a great many unexpected objections have 
been raised against bun, chiefly in reference 
to the bad name acquired by bis family, ft 
has been also objected that a German Prince 
would not be likely to work well with a 
French army of occupation, which it would 
bo necessary to keep there till tlio govern- 
ment projected by iho Emperor shall have 
laken root in the country, otherwise all the 
plans of those who disire to establish order 
thore would ond in utter failure. Austria 
neither would nor could provide tho Arch- 
duke Maximilian with the amount of foreign 
soldiers necessary to keep down the revolu- 
tionary tendencies of tho .Mexicans, and the 
latter would not tolerate tho proseneo of a 
Spanish army. There is some talk of Prince 
Napoleon boing sent out as King of Mexico.
